ymbidiums are generally the first type 
of orchid potential new growers fall in 
love with, especially those from cooler and |= 
more temperate climates. Many older 
plants have become family heirlooms that 
are passed on through generations. You still see many 
older plants in quite large terracotta or concrete pots that 
never get moved, yet the plants bloom every year. Some 
even grow them “in the ground” in well drained mounded 
soil with a lot of compost and organic matter added. 
This only works if the water can drain off very quickly 
without the plants staying wet. 

One of the significant differences today, is the amazing 
choice there is available in modern Cymbidiums. 
Bold large-flowered standard hybrids, true miniatures 
with bonsai-like foliage, plus everything in between. 
Upright spikes, or pendulous... with these cascading types 
particularly popular with Asian orchid growers, which 
comes as no surprise from a genus whose distribution is 
centred on Southeast Asia. The range of colours available 
is almost complete, plus combinations with contrasting 
labellums, and those with splashes, stripes and spots. 
And did I mention fragrance? 

Today they are readily available at orchid shows, fairs, 
nurseries; even the larger hardware stores stock them 
in season. Whilst many explore various other varieties 
of orchids, those with the bug for Cymbidiums rarely 
shake it. 

The 2015 National Cymbidium Show was held in 
Adelaide, South Australia and hosted by the Cymbidium 
Orchid Club of South Australia (COCSA). The overall 
display of flowers was most impressive and I’m sure 
visitors would have left inspired. The major champion 
winners and a range of other eye-catching plants on 
display are showcased in this issue. 

Again we have a number of new Australian terrestrial 
orchids described in this issue (by David Jones and 
Robert Bates), with new greenhood, donkey, and helmet, 
orchids. Alan Stephenson again discusses another aspect 
of how orchids in the wild survive extremes, and in this 
example of fires. The AOR continues to publish the very 
latest in Australian native orchids. There is also a report 
on the recent Tinonee Orchids workshop and show, plus 
a few Cattleya species to tempt you. 

Many growers will still be busy repotting and dividing 
their plants as necessary. Make sure you record the 
repotting date on the tag. This gives you a guide so you 
can plan for future years, and also provides an accurate 
time that your potting medium lasts. You should write a 
new tag for your plant every time you repot, and hide the 
old tag in the pot — in case the label fades, breaks or 
mysteriously disappears!

Plus they are readily available at orchids shows, fairs, 
nurseries, even the larger hardware stores stock them in 
season.

There are lots of Cymbidium growers these days, so it’s little 
wonder that societies and clubs were established to fill this 
niche market, with specialist shows being the next logical 
step. Cymbidium Shows have become quite popular in 
Australia, but I still feel there is an untapped opportunity to 
entice mainstream gardeners to these events. As most of the | 
advertising is focussed on orchid growers who would be 
attending anyway! . 


The 2015 National Cymbidium Show was held in Adelaide, 
South Australia and hosted by the Cymbidium Orchid Club 
of South Australia (COCSA). The show and sales areas were 
held in two very large undercover basketball courts. The 
overall display of flowers was most impressive and I’m sure 
visitors would have left inspired, with many taking a new 
plant home. These events do not occur without a lot of (often 
thankless) work behind the scenes. Kudos to Ray Brady, 
Des Bettcher, Moss Bray and all the committee and team 
that facilitated this very friendly and eye-catching event. 
(Sorry I don’t have a complete list of helpers names). 

There were some wonderful orchids on display, from both 
local growers plus a number that travelled from interstate. 
Victorian orchid growers David Wain and Andy Tran 
dominated the major champions with their superbly grown 
and flowered quality plants.

Grand Champion was Cymbidium Kimberley Splash 
‘Tee Pee’ show and grown by David Wain. This was from a 
remake made by Greg Bryant that was originally flowered as 
a seedling by Terry Poulton (hence the Tee Pee clonal name). 
This was a most bold, colourful and imposing hybrid. 
Few disagreed with it getting top gong, yet a few thought it 
was a bit too big.... if there is such a thing! For me, as an 
outsider, it ticked all the boxes, and I love those unique rich 
chocolatey-berry-like suffusions. The organisers are also to be 
commended for placing the Grand Champion (with its sashes 
and certificates) next to the entry/exit in a very prominent 
position — and putting a black cloth background behind it, 
making it even more photographic for the visiting public. 
I am sure many, many photos were taken that ended up 
on social media. Note that COCSA has an informative 
Facebook page. 
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Champion Intermediate Cymbidium (& Champion Novelty 
Cymbidium) went to Andy Tran’s stunning Cymbidium Drouin 
Masterpiece ‘Kaleidoscope’. This was a chance “feathered” 
mutation that occurred during the mericlone process from 
the choice cultivar ‘Renee’. ‘Kaleidoscope’ needs to be 
propagated by division, as the first few that have bloomed 
have reverted. 

There were many fine Cymbidiums on show, with a blend 
of older proven varieties plus many new and exciting first 
flowered seedlings (mostly Australian produced). Over these 
pages you will see a cross-section of the types and styles 
on display. 

A dinner was held on the Saturday night, at the South 
Adelaide Football Club. It was a wonderful evening with over 
one hundred growers and enthusiasts attending.

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Mediocalcar decoratum is another colourful species from the mist forests of Papua New Guinea. An easy orchid to grow, 
just keep it moist and out of direct sunlight. It enjoys Sarcochilus-like conditions. 


Epidendrum (veroscriptum x barbeyanum) is an unusual as yet unregistered Epidendrum hybrid from the reedstem 
group. The glossy and waxy green flowers last for almost two months, which is a bonus during the winter months. The labellum 
has the most symmetrical patterning, like it has been finely painted with purple. 


Maxillaria kautskyi was brought in by local grower Terry Russ as an un-named Maxillaria species from Brazil 
(ex Orchid Species Plus). It was identified on the Speakers Day by David Banks as Maxillaria kautskyi, a rarely seen but close 
relative of Maxillaria cerifera and Maxillaria gracilis.

Where are just so many species and hybrids — both native 
i and exotic — available for us to grow in our orchid 
collections these days. Most growers, often starting with a 
wide range and mixture of types, will slowly refine their tastes 
to what they have a clear fondness for, and success with. 

Cattleyas have always been very popular ornamental 
subjects in frost-free climates or those with a glasshouse to 
keep the chill off the plants on the coldest winter nights. 
Many of the hybrids exhibit hybrid vigour, and can be 
successfully grown over a range of climatic conditions. 
Generally those autumn flowering bi-foliate (two leaves) 
types are more cold tolerant than their single-leafed relatives 
that often bloom in the spring. However in the sub-tropics 
and tropics, this is not an issue. 

When the elaborate hybrids were made, the species in their 
backgrounds were invariably pushed to the back of the 


Cattleya aclandiae 


This is a dwarf compact growing 
species from Brazil that was named in 
honour of Lady Lydia Elizabeth Acland, 
wife of Sir Thomas Dyke Acland, 
10‘) Baronet who was the first European 
to grow the plant successfully. The poms 
always looked after themselves when 
it came to naming good orchids! 
No wonder the stigma that orchids are 
only for the rich and famous still exists. 
It’s not a species that thrives long term 
in pots. The best examples I have seen 
have always been mounted, either on 
generous cork or treefern slabs. Plants 
like high light and dislike temperatures 
that drop below 12°C in winter. It is 
closely related to Cattleya schilleriana. 

The photographed example is one of 
the richest coloured forms I have seen, 
and a very large flower for the species. 
Fred told me this is a tetraploid (4n) 
selection, and saw no reason to doubt 
that! Interestingly his line bred plants 
are significantly more vigorous than 
wild collected plants. I also put this 
down to Fred’s cultural practices of 
culling seedlings at all stages of 
development if they fall behind in 
growth expectation. 
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greenhouse, and sometimes out the door, to make way for 
often larger and more showier flowers. 

Thankfully times are changing. There is renewed interest 
in Cattleya alliance species, and horticulturally improved 
examples are now becoming more readily available. 

In July 2012, I was invited to California USA for the annual 
Orchid Digest Speakers Day. One of the bonuses of such visits 
is seeing some outstanding orchid folk and their specialist 
collections. Only a day or so before heading back to Australia, 
I was able to visit Fred Clarke’s impressive and world class 
“Sunset Valley Orchids”. This is a top shelf nursery that grows 
and trades in the very best of orchids, over a number 
of genera. 

In this note, I wish to briefly touch on four Cattleya species 
whose blooming coincided with my visit. 


Cattleya aclandiae

Cattleya tigrina 

This Brazilian bi-foliate species has 
been well known for many orchid 
growers for years as Cattleya leopoldii. 
However as Cattleya tigrina was an earlier 
(and validly) published name, it takes 
taxonomic priority. Fred had a number 
of different cultivars of this species in 
bloom, with quite a variation in flower 
size, shape and colour. However the one 
that caught my eye was this monstrous 
robust plant that has 52 flowers on the 
inflorescence! It has the cultivar name of 
‘SVO 52’. This was clearly the finest 
example of this species I have ever seen. 
Give it a First Class Certificate and be 
done with it. Could there be any better? 
As an anecdote, this plant (until this 
blooming) was called ‘SVO 46’!! So it 
excelled itself with an extra half a dozen 
flowers in 2012. Fred and I both doubted 
that this plant could produce even more 
flowers, but who knows. I know Rosella 
Orchids have advanced seedlings from 
this plant on their latest listings... 
or maybe you have to ask for them now? 


Cattleya maxima 


This variable and often lavender 
coloured flowered species is found 
throughout the northern forests of 
South America, centred on Venezuela, 
Ecuador and Colombia. There are a 
number of what appear to be “albino” 
white flowered forms, that actually 
exhibit anthocyanin colouration in 
veins in the throat of the labellum. 
When used in breeding, such plants 
throw pinks. There are true albino 
forms, that are rare, that only have pale 
yellow and green at the base of the lip. 
Fred showed me a unique “semi-alba” 
form that I had only seen in a very old 
magazine photograph. It was named 
‘Striata’ and had white sepals, yet the 
petals had a fine network of pale mauve 
veining running through the flower. The 
labellum was also white, but with 
contrasting bright purple thick lines, 
with yellow on the mid lobe. A very 
impressive and desirable colour form. 
Division is really the only way to 
guarantee a replica of the parent plant, 
as it is not sure how mericlones or 
selfings would turn out. Perhaps this 
trait could be line-bred after a 
few generations? 
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Cattleya warscewiczii 


Cattleya warscewiczii is generally 
considered the largest-flowered member 
of the genus Cattleya with flowers that 
can allegedly reach 30cm (12 inches 
across) from the tips of the petals. This 
bicoloured line-bred example of this 
Colombian species was an outcross 
between the cultivars ‘Bedford’ and 
‘Genesis’. It features in the background 
of many of the modern hybrids, yet this 
species is scarce in collections, especially 
in Australia. A lovely summer flowering 
warm-growing orchid that can produce 
up to six blooms on the inflorescence. 
Well worth tracking down an orchid 
that should bloom for Christmas Day.

Cattleya warscewiczii 
(Bedford x Genesis) 
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Abstract 


Urochilus crebriflorus from Western 
Australia is described as new. The new 
species has affinities with U. sanguineus 
but has larger, darker-coloured flowers 
in a crowded raceme.

Introduction 


Urochilus was segregated from 
Pterostylis by Jones & Clements (2002) 
based on the following combination of 
characters - sterile and fertile plants 
dimorphic (sterile plants consisting of a 
rosette of petiolate leaves; fertile plants 
consisting of a flowering scape with 
sessile, spreading cauline leaves); clonal 
colonies absent; raceme multiflowered; 
flower with a single galea opening; 
lateral sepals deflexed; synsepalum flat 
to concave with a sunken pit beneath 
the labellum, the anterior surface 
adorned with white bubble-like 
micropapillae; free points of lateral 
sepals short, triangular; labellum fully 
exposed in the set position; labellum 
lamina obscurely three-lobed, with an 
enlarged basal mound; basal appendage 
caudate, proximally fused to the 
basal mound, distally free; column foot 
absent; and, barrier trichomes short, 
thickened, clavate. 

There are currently three described 
species of Urochilus, commonly known 
as Banded Greenhoods, distributed in 
southern Australia; Urochilus vittatus,

leaves 5-7; lamina ovate, 8-18 mm long, 6-12 mm wide; petioles 0-9 mm long.

Similar species: The new species 
has affinities with U. sanguineus which 
has smaller reddish-brown flowers 
(sometimes green in Western Australia) 
that are widely spaced on the raceme, 
narrower lateral sepals that are 
narrowly to broadly elliptical and a 
smaller oblong labellum. 


Notes: The new species is usually 
beginning to flower just as U. sanguineus 
is finishing. 

Conservation status: Apparently 
restricted to the Darling Scarp near 
Perth, Western Australia; uncommon 
but conserved.

Description: Solitary terrestrial herb arising annually from an obovoid 
tuber c. 30 mm x 10 mm. Leaves basal, sessile few, usually one or two, grass- 
like, obliquely erect, conduplicate 10-20 cm long, 3-5 mm wide, green, often 
purple based, apex acute; subsoil bracts 3, scarious, transparent, to 20 mm long 
by 3-4 mm wide. Scape slender 10-20 cm tall, purplish or green, one to five- 
flowered, usually one or two. Sterile bract leaf-like, green, 20-40 mm long,

speckling on posterior surfaces. Dorsal sepal ovate 10-12 mm wide by 8-10 mm 
long, recurved at right angles near the base, erect section of lamina 
semicircular, 10-12 mm wide by 5-6 mm tall, glossy yellow with a pair of 
brown blotches about 1 mm diam. near the lower margins and a few small 
triangular markings near upper margins, these markings more distinct on 
posterior surface, apex rounded, often mucronate; Jateral sepals green or 
purplish, linear, 5-8 mm long by 2 mm wide, folded, pendent and decurved 
or spreading below the labellum. Petals 6-12 mm long, erect on slender 
purplish stalks to 6 mm long by 0.5 mm wide, lamina glossy yellow, sub 
orbicular, to 8mm across, anterior surface without markings, posterior surface 
with pale red brown speckling, margins undulate, apex cuneate or rounded. 
Labellum yellow and brown, trilobed, the central lobe 5-6 mm long by 2-3 mm 
wide, spathulate or nose shaped with a median longitudinal ridge, nectary 
basal, c. 1 mm long, a cuneate pit with flanged margins stained red brown, 
apical lamina convex above, with an irregular, transverse, red brown, 
sub-apical band of colour to 1 mm wide, apex truncate; Side lobes rhomboid 
to 7 mm long by 5 mm wide. Yellow, with sparse irregular red-brown 
markings, margins slightly serrulate, apex acute. Column short, hemispherical 
to 1 mm tall, with a glossy white U shaped viscid disc to 0.3 mm wide, stigma 
quadrate, white or red, c. 0.7 mm wide, pollinia hidden behind the stigma. 


Distribution and ecology: Widespread in southern 
South Australia mostly to the east of the Murray River, 
(Murray and upper South-east regions) on limestone plains 
and low calcareous rises in mallee and: mallee heath, less 


often in grassy woodland or shrubland particularly on terra 
rossa soils. 


Recognition: The few bright yellow flowers, broad dorsal 
sepal, short lateral sepals; glossy golden petals on long purple 
stalks, nose like, non folded labellum mid-lobe and narrow 
acute side lobes all identify this limestone plains species which 
doesn’t grow within fifty km of any other similar species nor 
does it flower at the same time as them. 


Similar species: Confused in the past with Diuris maculata 
R.Br. but that larger flowered species is confined to the Blue 
Mountains near Sydney five hundred km distant. 

The only similar South Australian species Diuris pardina 
Lindley occurs in higher stony hills, or mountains with high 
rainfall, never on limestone and well outside the range of 
D. calcicola. Diuris pardina is a much taller plant with numerous 
pale yellow or cream flowers, a slender, sinuous dorsal sepal 
(in direct contrast to D. calcicola with its short broad sepal). 
The petals of D. pardina are on shorter stalks and are never 
circular in outline. The labellum lobes of D. pardina are 
different from those of D. calcicola, its mid-lobe folded the side 
lobes broadest toward their rounded apex unlike those of- 
D. calcicola which are broadest at the base with an acute apex. 
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Notes: No introgression occurs between 
D. calcicola and any other Diuris species but there 
are reports of rare crosses with D. palustris and 
D. orientis which also occur on limestone plains 
in mallee, at least in SA. Plants which resemble 
D. calcicola occur on the Eyre Peninsula but I 
have not seen collections. 

A forthcoming paper on South Australian 
Diuris will describe two new taxa from damp 
grassy woodlands straddling the South Australian 
Victorian border from near Mount Gambier 
north to the Naracoorte — Frances area. The first 
of these undescribed taxa is a member of the 
Diuris maculata R. Br. complex while the second 
is one of two Diuris aff. chryseopsis occurring in 
South Australia’s lower South-east. 


Conservation status: Despite once being abundant throughout 
its range (pre 1965) massive scrub clearance, grazing, road widening, 
climate drying and increased soil salinity have ensured that 
D. calcicola is rare and declining today. 


Etymology: the name from calca, Latin limestone and cola 
favouring, indicates the dryland limestone habitat favoured by 
the species.

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Introduction 

This is the first of two papers dealing with South Australian 
Corysanthes species, reinstating a species (C. dilatata) which 
was dropped from the census of South Australian plants in 
2005 without explanation and describing the first of several 
undescribed taxa recognised for South Australia since 2005 
in readiness for a proposed new book on South Australia’s 
wild orchids planned for 2017. 


Materials and Methods 

Descriptions of the new and reinstated taxa were made 
from fresh specimens and relevant types seen. Collections 
cited have been seen by the author. 


Taxonomy 

1. Corysanthes minima R.J. Bates sp. nov. With affinity 
to Corysanthes despectans (D.L. Jones & R.C. Nash) D.L. Jones 
& M.A. Clem. But differing in its smaller size, more 
rotund habit, much broader dorsal sepal and_ shorter, 
non-tubular labellum. 


Type: South Australia; Southern Lofty Region, Newland 
Head Conservation Park, 20 August 2008, R.J. Bates 83025, 
(holo AD; iso MEL). 


Illustrations: Bates (2009) page 260 as Corysanthes sp. 
Fat dwarf; Bates (2011) as Corysanthes sp. Fat dwarf. 
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Description: Terrestrial tuberous orchid, colony forming. Plants to 
10 mm tall, Leaf single, basal, orbicular, 15-30 mm diam. lamina pale green 
and heavily veined above, pale and smooth with pellucid lenticels below; 
adpressed to substrate, margins entire, apex mucronulate. Flower single, less 
than 10 mm across and somewhat squat, sub globular, sessile or with a very 
short peduncle, green with minor red markings. Dorsal sepal shortly spathulate, 
5-6 mm long, 4-5 mm wide and hooding the labellum. Lateral sepals and petals 
similar, the sepals hidden, free, white, linear, falcate, c. 1 mm long, c. 0.2 mm 
wide. Labellum wider than long, 7-9 mm across, on a short claw, concave, 
lamina orbicular, green with red, incurved, pale toothed margins, the central 
boss green or greenish white often with orange-red, raised, crenulated upper 
margins. Petals free, white, linear, much curved, to 1 mm long. Column hidden 
within flower, reddish-brown with white, ovate, curved auricles to 1 mm 
long, easily visible on lower, outer lamina of labellum. Ovary sessile at first, 
pale green, ovoid, to 2 mm long by | mm wide, strongly ribbed; peduncle 
developing after fertilisation and elongating, reaching 4 to 5 cm long 
at dehiscence.” 

Distribution and ecology: Only known at present from 
higher rainfall sites in South Australia; on the southern coasts 
of the Fleurieu Peninsula and Kangaroo Island occurring on 
exposed headlands in coloured sands under Mallee eucalypts, 
native pines and Melaleuca shrubs. The species has a very 
short growing season, the leaves appear in July and after a 
brief flowering in August the seed capsules develop quickly 
and dehisce in September-October as the leaf senesces. 
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Recognition: This species has the 
smallest flowers of any Corysanthes and 
these open briefly in mid-August when 
its closest ally C. despectans with its 
tubular flowers, longer than wide has 
almost finished flowering. The squat 
flowers are similar in shape and habit to 
those of C. incurvus but are less than 
half the size and far less colourful. 
The three species are rarely found 
growing together. 


Notes: The relationship of C. minima 
to similar forms from south-west 
Western Australia (see top plate page 
175 in Brown et al 2012) has yet to be 
determined. C. minima was not known 
until its discovery 50 km. south of 
Adelaide in 2010 but soon after was 
located in similar habitat on the nearby 
Kangaroo Island where the genus has 
been poorly studied and _ other 
undescribed taxa of helmet orchids are 
thought to occur. 


Conservation status: Although just 
a handful of populations are known it is 
likely that further searches may reveal it 
to be more widespreadin South Australia, 
perhaps extending to similar headlands 
on southern Eyre Peninsula. Suggest 3Rc 
according to the criteria of Briggs & Leigh 
(1996) until more is known. 


Etymology: From Latin minimus the 
smallest or least, referring to its status as 
Australia’s smallest helmet orchid.

The two 
species have a different ecology and distribution. 
C. dilatata is the more common of the two in the 
Mt Lofty Ranges but the reverse is true 
elsewhere in SA; C. diemenica occurs only on 
more alkaline soils, often with limestone 
outcropping, while C. dilatata grows in acid soils 
in shaded woodland sites. Where the two occur 
in the same area; usually not sympatrically, 
C. dilatata begins flowering up to four weeks 
earlier than C. diemenica. C. dilatata can be 
recognised by its broad, widely spreading, 
strongly veined labellum and brighter colours, 
with different teeth on margins, (see images 
provided). Clearly C. dilatata is not synonymous 
with C. diemenica and is here reinstated as a 
species probably restricted to South Australia. 


Notes: Unfortunately most Corysanthes 
collections in herbaria have the labellum 
pressed as a_ shape-less mass making 
identification of species difficult. The waters are 
further muddied (Bates 2009) by the presence 
of C. dilatata x C. incurva, a common hybrid in 
South Australia which has similar features to 
C. diemenica. Bates had (2009) accepted 
Clements’ 1989 synonymy due to lack of 
evidence to the contrary at that time.

5 (uae years ago we were given some tadpoles. As holders of protrude out of the water for several hours, returning later to 
JL an amphibian-keepers licence, we decided to raise them the depths. In mid-September, after a particularly warm day 


in our orchid house in the 
southern suburbs of Sydney. 
They were kept in a shallow dish 
on the floor and fed lettuce. After 
only a few weeks they had grown 
into young native green tree frogs 
(Litoria caerulea), leaving the pond 
to take up residence on the 
orchids, bromeliads and ferns. 

We fed them commercially- 
available crickets every week or 
so, which had no deleterious 
effect on the flora and they grew 
rapidly. With the arrival of late 
autumn, around May, they would 
vanish from view, hibernating in 
the water-filled “vases” of the 
bromeliads or similar plants 
during the coldest few months 
until early spring. 

In 2015, we were delighted to 
see that one of our frogs had 
decided to hibernate in full view, 
immersing itself in a fluid-filled 
clear plastic rain gauge attached 
to the bench. For much of the 
time it stayed almost submerged, 
but as the days began to warm it 
would move further up the 
cylinder allowing its head to 


we noticed that another frog had 
arisen from hibernation, found 
its rain gauge compatriot and 
remained by its side for a 
time, hand on head, seemingly 
attempting to stir its friend into 
wakefulness. For the most part, 
the frogs lead solitary, nocturnal 
lives in the orchid house but often 
rest in close proximity, high up in 
the rafters and foliage during the 

day, occasionally cheek by jowl. 
Keeping green tree frogs in the 
orchid house has given us great 
insight into the interactions 
between these animals as well as 
with their environment. There 
appear to be no_ adverse 
consequences for the plants and 
indeed by consuming insects and 
depositing droppings the 
wellbeing of the environment 
may be enhanced. Certainly the 
sight and sound of croaking frogs 
amongst the orchid flowers is a 
joy to behold. |

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We Prefer the Com

have in recent times written about plants being burned in 
so-called “cool hazard reduction burns” and during some 
research for that and another article I visited numerous 
orchid sites close to my home in Nowra and also revisited a 
range of photos taken over the past few years. 
During the research (and I use that term loosely), my 
photographic tendencies of compulsion were given free rein. 
I am of the belief that in today’s world of digital photos, 


’ 
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too many photos are never enough. One outing by ANOS 
Illawarra on April 1st 2012 highlighted the well known fact 
that many terrestrials are colony forming plants, while many 
others can only be found in loose groups, or in some cases 
with a gap of several metres between each plant. Perhaps this 
spacing may be related to pollinator preference for a clear 
line of sight and smell or perhaps a limited number of 
available pollinators. 
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That April outing was to a large property in the Nattai 
Valley situated at the western end of Warragamba Dam which 
is the principal water supply for Sydney, New South Wales. 
Numerous orchids were recorded, with a small population of 
Dendrobium speciosum seen before we reached the property. 
Fortunately this property is not a working property and it 
proved to be a great habitat supporting the largest number of 
Pterostylis truncata any orchid person could wish to see in a 
season, except all 27 colonies of 50 plus plants, with a few 
loose groups were available on that one day. We encountered 
these colonies almost every 50 metres but just to break the 
monotony we did see a few other species in the form of 
Pterostylis reflexa, Acianthus pusillis and Eriochilus cucullatus. 

Pterostylis grandiflora is a species which is common in its 
preferred habitat of wet forest but my assessment is that it is 
not a colony former but as usual orchids do things which 
surprise and my surprise came close to home (23km) when a 
normal outing saw several groups of 20 plus plants. 
Unfortunately these groups were almost submerged by other 
vegetation and photography was not ideal, which was 
disappointing as it is such a stately orchid. 

Another in this cauline group of “greenhoods” is Pterostylis 
coccina and one location on the NSW Southern Highlands is 
well known as a vast repository of this classic terrestrial. One 
feature of this species is the variety of colour between colonies 
and the occasional solitary individual, although never far 
from others of its type. Whichever way this species is viewed, 
any orchid aficionado, regardless of how many photos were 
already “in the folder” would always fire off a few more and 
look closely as occasionally these and others will present 
more than one flower on a plant and I fail to accept I am the 
only person who would look for such a feature. 


The next species is not quite in the floristically desirable 
class of the previous species but again makes more than a 
suitable subject when a large group is found. This species is 
also one given to a range of colours, including various shades 
of pink and in one location a large population of light green 
plants has been recorded. Unfortunately despite the colony 
being on a road verge this site is slowly being degraded by 
services vehicles. The site is also quite public; although I 
should be thankful a newly constructed concrete footpath/ 
cycleway is located on the other side of the road. Meanwhile 
this construction has destroyed two species of Calochilus, 
a small population of Pyrorchis nigricans and a number of 
other terrestrials. 

One species which again may not be considered a true 
colony former is the wider Corybas aconitiflorus complex. This 
species is normally seen with flowers in various shades of 
pink but occasionally darker colours are found and again 
during another ANOS Illawarra outing a small population 
was seen with flowers in what I would call almost a port wine 
colour. That outing was June 2009 and I again went to that 
site in June 2015 to that general area to check conditions 
following a cool hazard reduction burn in 2014. The pleasing 
part for me was the large number of Cryptostylis leaves and 
also numerous leaves and some small flowers of Corybas 
unguiculatus. As the ground cover grasses and shrubbery was 
minimal I did not expect much in the way of good flowers but 
less than five metres from the spot where the port wine 
Corybas aconitiflorus was located, another Corybas aconitiflorus 
group was flourishing but this time the more standard pale 
flesh-pink colour. This group of seven open flowers with one 
still to come were very tightly grouped and I immediately 
called them “The Magnificent Seven”. 


A few days later at the same distance 
from Nowra but on the other side of the 
Shoalhaven River in a National Park the 


number of Corybas unguiculatus was 
countless as this area was not burned 
and the habitat was as it should be. At 
this time of the year in this National Park 
apart from Corybas unguiculatus, Pterostylis 
grandiflora is also in good supply and 
although not in flower at this time of the 
year this particular six kilometres of 
track is home to all four species of 
Cryptostylis species available in the 
eastern states. However, these are just a 
few of the 53 orchid species in what is a 
large and diverse park with one species 
of Prasophyllum yet to be named. Little 
wonder it is one of my favourite haunts. 

Staying with Corybas species, several 
years ago a friend and I accidentally 
located a population of Corybas undulatus 
in a run-off drain in a State Forest, again 
close to Nowra. This was the first time I 
had seen this species and although it is 
not TSC or EPBC listed it is a survey 
requirement for any development in the 
Jervis Bay area. About 80 plants in total 
were in the drain and on the track out 
another group was found, increasing the 
population to over 100. This species has 
also been the subject of scientific 


‘ 
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collection and analysis because at the time this population 
was unknown. Flowers are 10 x 12mm on a 30mm leaf, 
bright translucent red and easily identified and found no 
further south than the Jervis Bay population. 


Away from Nowra and up to the Southern Highlands to a 


corner around which I had driven many times and failed to 
notice a gigantic population of Gastrodia procera spread over a 
20m x 10m area, beginning two metres inside the farm fence. 
I pride myself being more observant while driving than when 
a passenger but with this population I had obviously failed 
several times. This section of the potato/dairy farm is 
populated by two large trees of Eucalyptus fastigata (Brown 
Barrel), which dominated a triangle formed by a small non 
flowing creek, so fortunately this area was not suitable for 
farming. The plants totalled 387 and yes I counted them 
which may indicate my pleasure at seeing 
such a population or perhaps my mental \ 
state at that particular moment. These i} 
387 plants were distributed in several sea) | 
smaller groups averaging about 50 (aie 
with only a few outriders and all of 
this contributed to an unforgettable 
display and despite this not being a 
rare species the pleasure at finding such 
an impressive population maintains 
my enthusiasm as much as finding 
an individual plant of something 
uncommon, rare or threatened. 

Many of these species when found in 
large groups or colonies such as Diuris 
spp, Pterostylis spp. or Caladenia spp. 
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would not surprise. However one species did and this was 
Cryptostylis hunteriana, for in one 50m x 150m area, two 
colonies were located in a once only find which has not been 
replicated to date. I have visited this site numerous times as 
it also contains Genoplesium baueri. Both species are always 
seen but Cryptostylis hunteriana has never been recorded in the 
same numbers as the 2007 find and to think it almost suffered 
the same fate as Rhizanthella slateri 1.5km up the road, as that 
site now boasts a brick home on the plant discovered in 2001.

The Allure of Orchids is divided into two parts; Terrestrial or ground orchids and Epiphytic or tree dwelling 
species. Clements says, “These illustrations can be cach simply as works of art and part of our rich 
and colourful Australian illustrative heritage. But, significantly, they are also part of the scientific record 
of this country, particularly during the early exploration of the continent.” 

Interestingly, a lot of the old and traditional Latin botanical names have been used in this work. 
The author makes a significant number of anecdotal notes and comments throughout the book, to keep 
the reader fully informed.
